Loan  Approved 
For  New  Dorms 

Approvals  of  a  loan  for  con¬ 
struction  of  additional  dorm¬ 
itory  facilities  wound  up  the 
Old  Year  here  at  NWMSC. 

President  J.  W.  Jones  was 
informed  December  30  that  the 
Housing  and  Home  Facilities 
Administration  office.  Ft. 
Worth,  Texas,  had  granted 
a  loan  in  the  amount  of  $2,640,- 
000  for  the  construction  pro¬ 
ject. 

The  proposed  facilities  will 
house  an  additional  358  men 
and  254  women  and  boost  the 
campus  facilities  to  1900  stu¬ 
dents.  When  completed  the 
total  campus  housing  will  ac¬ 
commodate  936  women  and 
968  men. 

Construction  of  the  new  fa¬ 
cilities  is  expected  to  be  com¬ 
pleted  for  the  1963-64  fall  se¬ 
mester. 

Dormitory  construction 
presently  under  construction 
is  designed  to  house  248  men 
and  260  women.  These  facil- 
.  Itics  are  to  be  opened  for  the 
1962-63  semester. 

The  women’s  unit  will  be 
two  wings  and  extension  of  a 
third  from  the  facilities  now 
under  construction.  The  men’s 
addition  will  be  an  L-shaped 
unit  on  the  north  of  the  present 
quadrangle,  with  one  of  the  25 
year  old  units  to  be  removed. 

The  enrollment  for  the  late 
‘60’s  at  NWMSC  is  estimated 
to  be  one  thousand  higher  than 
the  2,240.  students  presently 
enrolled.  The  increased  enroll¬ 
ment  will  use  all  of  the  plan¬ 
ned  dorm  space.  All  living 
quarters  off-campus  in  Mary- 
will  still  be  needed.
